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Forum to unveil internet safety issues

The internet is a way of life for 
kids in the 21st century. From so- 
cializing to games to homework, 
it offers many benefits — but also 
many dangers. 

Kids are incredibly adept at us- 
ing the internet, which is why ev- 


ery parent needs to be aware of 
the hazards lurking there. To help 
parents learn more about internet 
safety, there will be a two-hour 
safety/sexting forum on Wednes- 
day, March 19, from 6:30-8:30 
p.m. at the Agawam Junior High 
School. 

The forum is aimed primarily at 
people with children, but Agawam 
Police Officer Robert Burke said

the forum is open to anyone who 
wants information about internet 
safety and sexting. Burke said he 
is unaware of any other forum in 
the state or the country like the one 
planned for Agawam. There is no 
cost to attend the forum and all 
presenters are volunteering their 
time. There is also no additional 
expense to Agawam taxpayers to 
hold this forum, he said. 


The forum is a joint effort by 
representatives of the Agawam 
School Dept., the Agawam Po- 
lice Dept., the Hampden County 
District Attorney’s office, and the 
Massachusetts State Police. It will 
include a panel of speakers and 
a presentation about the dangers 
the internet poses for children, 
especially the practice of sexting,

Medical marijuana 
zoning ordinance up 
for consideration

AGAWAM - With the end of a 
moratorium looming, the Agawam 
City Council will now consider a 
comprehensive zoning ordinance 
amendment to address medical 
marijuana facilities in town. 

Several communities, including 
Agawam, declared moratoriums 
on medical marijuana facilities to 
work on developing zoning regula- 
tions. With a moratorium in place, 
Mayor Richard Cohen asked Plan- 
ning and Development Coordina- 
tor Deborah Dachos and the Plan- 
ning Board to develop a bylaw. 

The bylaw was recommended 
by the Planning Board at their 
March 6 meeting and will go on 
the Agawam City Council agenda 
as new business for their March 
17 meeting. At that meeting, the 
council will set a date for a pub- 
lic hearing. Cohen said he was 
pleased the board has come up 
with an ordinance ahead of the end 
of the moratorium. 

“The moratorium was set to ex- 
pire in May,” said Cohen. “I have 
read through the ordinance. I think 
it is a good ordinance. I think it ad- 
dresses everything that needs to be 
addressed.” 

The Planning Board, an ap- 
pointed board by the city council, 
is the petitioning body for the reso- 
lution. 


The ordinance will require any 
applicant for a medical marijuana 
growing facility or dispensary to 
get a special permit from the Plan- 
ning Board. The new regulations 
require certain hours to be set by 
the board. The board can also make 
stipulations for deliveries. 

The law also states marijuana 
cannot be smoked or otherwise 
consumed anywhere on the prem- 
ises a facility is located on. Dispen- 
saries can be no more than 2,500 
square feet of floor space, and all 
aspects of acquisition, cultivation, 
processing, sales, distribution and 
dispensing cannot be visible on the 
exterior of the business. The ordi- 
nance states marijuana dispensing 
must take place in a fully-enclosed 
building. 

There are also provisions for 
ventilation. Odors from marijuana 
cannot be detected by a person 
with an unimpaired and otherwise 
normal sense of smell at the exte- 
rior of the building or any adjoin- 
ing property. 

There are setback requirements 
for such facilities. They cannot be 
located within 500 feet of a school, 
childcare facility, or any place 
where children commonly congre- 
gate. A facility cannot abut a resi- 
dential property. 

At the end of the bylaw, there are 
some subjective rules that would 
allow the Planning Board to have

Pothole problems linger

AGAWAM -— The 2013-2014 
winter season has been an annoy- 
ance for many in Western Mas- 
sachusetts with frequent snow 
events, multiple postponements 
of sports and activities, and worst 
of all — potholes. 

Potholes have been a major is- 
sue in areas where trees canopy 
the road, but the pothole problem 
has extended to even major roads 
and highways because of the na- 
ture and frequency of snowstorms 
this year. 


Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Christopher 
Golba says Agawam does have 
some problem areas, and wants 
residents to know that the DPW 
knows where they are, but only 
has the ability to fix holes in a 
limited manner until spring. 

“We do not have the ability to 
hot patch the potholes in the road 
right now,” said Golba. “We can 
only hot patch once the weather is 
warmer.” 

Golba’s issue is not uncommon 
and that is why towns like West 
Springfield have had to close ma- 
jor arteries, like a portion of West

State scraps plans for Route 57 overhaul

AGAWAM - Officials in Aga- 
wam and Southwick are working 
together to keep a project alive in 
the funding pipeline by the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Trans- 
portation. 

Agawam Mayor Richard Cohen 
said a meeting in Boston a few 
weeks ago led him to believe the 
project to complete Route 57 was 
still being considered. The project 
has been in the pipeline for more 
than 20 years. 

A few days later, Cohen received 


different information. “I received 
a letter in the mail near the end of 
February saying the state was no 
longer considering the project,” 
said Cohen. 

As a part of the project, the state 
would have had to purchase open 
space land owned by the Western 
Massachusetts Electric Company. 
The land would allowed the state 
to continue Route 57 from the end 
of the small highway portion near 
South Westfield Street, and con- 
tinue all the way to the Southwick 
border. 

The issue is of huge interest to 
the communities of Southwick 
and West Springfield, which both 


attended a meeting in Northamp- 
ton with Cohen and Secretary of 
Highway and Transportation Rich 
Davey. 

Cohen pleaded the case for the 
completion of Route 57 in order 
to help with traffic concerns in all 
three towns. 

For Agawam, the intersection 
at Feeding Hills center at the in- 
tersection of South Westfield and 
Southwick Streets are consistently 
congested. In addition, there is the

BOSTON - In an ongoing commitment 
to providing fiscal certainty to the Com- 
monwealth’s cities and towns, Representa- 
tive Nicholas Boldyga (R-Southwick) has 
joined the entire House Republican Caucus 
in filing a Local Aid Resolution to provide 
municipalities with timely notice of the Leg- 
islature’s commitment to support them with 
local aid in fiscal year 2015. 

“The resolution is geared toward keep- 
ing our communities safe and giving our lo- 
cal officials the tools to appropriately plan 
for the upcoming year. Increasing local aid 
for Agawam, Southwick and Granville will 
keep our property taxes low and ensure an 
affordable lifestyle. As a father of two young 
children, improving and adequately funding 
our schools is always at the forefront of my 
priorities.

school funding is projected to increase in 
FY 15.

All of these decisions hinge, in part, on 
how much local aid each community will 
receive from the state this year. As of now, 
these funding levels remain uncertain. 

The resolution proposes the following:

¢ Increase the amount of Chapter 70 school 
aid given in the current fiscal year by $113 
million, which correlates to an additional in- 
vestment of $50 per student; 

¢ Increase the amount of Unrestricted 
General Government Aid by $75 million 
— an 8.15 percent increase over Fiscal Year 
2014; 

¢ Level fund the Reimbursement to Cities 
in Lieu of Taxes (PILOT) with the FY 14 ap- 
propriation; 

¢ Increase the level of funding for Region- 
al School Transportation by $2.5 million 
over Fiscal Year 2014; 

¢ Fund the reimbursement for the Spe- 
cial Education Circuit Breaker at $252.5M, 
slightly above the Fiscal Year 2014 level; 
and 

This resolution would provide, among 
other things, flexibility during budget debate 
so that the Legislature may further increase 
local aid appropriations from an established 
floor. It would also provide predictability for 
municipalities who are in the midst of con- 
structing their own budgets. 

The entire House of Representatives will 
now have the opportunity to join the House 
Republican Caucus in demonstrating its 
commitment to the Commonwealth’s cities 
and towns.

You have the 


right to know 
about your food 


What is in your food? You have a right 
to know. These days, ingredients are listed 
on every prepared food item you purchase. 
Potential allergens are even highlighted. 
Dig a little deeper and you can tell if your 
food is grown using conventional or organic 
methods of farming. What else do you need 
to know? A lot. These days many foods are 
made with genetically modified organisms, 
or GMOs, but it is likely that you don’t even 
know you are eating them. 

Many of you may wonder what GMOs 
are and what makes them important enough 
for me to jump off of my “light and airy” 
bandwagon and write on a subject that is 
politically charged. To answer the second 
question first, it is because GMOs are every- 
where and I don’t 
have a choice in that 
(although I should). 
In fact, before I

and drinks that were 
considered “natural” 
or even “health-foods.” Do your whole grain 
kid-friendly snack crackers contain soybean 
oil? In 2011, 94% of soybeans grown in the 
United States were genetically modified. 
How about those corn flakes? Try eighty- 
eight percent of U.S. corn. As a mother, I 
deserve to know what is in the food my kids 
are eating. Heck, I deserve to know what I 
am eating. I also reserve the right to support 
with my grocery dollars those companies 
that don’t use ingredients that are geneti- 
cally modified. 

One relatively easy to understand defini- 
tion of the term “genetically modified organ- 
ism” is “plants or animals that are created 
through biotechnology in which genes are 
spliced, combining DNA from different spe- 
cies in ways that can’t happen in nature or 
through traditional crossbreeding.” An ex- 
ample of genetic modification is ‘Round-Up 
Ready’ Soybeans, made when an herbicide 
resistant gene is taken from bacteria and in- 
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serted into the soybean plant. Now that soy- 
bean plant can withstand being doused with 
even more chemicals. Yeah. 

What makes them a threat to our health 
and the health of our planet? According to 
the Massachusetts Right to Know coalition 
(www.marightoknow.com) “GMOs have not 
been proven safe, and in fact, a growing body 
of peer- reviewed studies link the consump- 
tion of GMO foods to serious health risks, 
including allergies, infertility, and cancer. 
The only safety test results reviewed by fed- 
eral regulators are voluntarily submitted by 
the industry, itself. Industry-sponsored safe- 
ty trials last 90 days or less, with no human 
clinical trials. Worldwide, nearly 300 scien- 
tists and doctors, including the developer 
of the first commercialized 
GM crop, have signed on 
to a recent statement citing 
serious safety concerns with 
GMOs. With childhood al- 
lergies skyrocketing, parents 
trying to keep their sensitive 
kids healthy need to know if 
the food their children are 
eating contains potential al- 
lergens such as GMOs.” Are 
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my children their science experiment? 

The coalition goes on to say: “Due to in- 
creasing use of the GMO-associated Round- 
up herbicide, the EPA has recently increased 
tolerable limits of the chemical residue in 
our food. Mounting evidence links glypho- 
sate (active ingredient in Roundup) to a host 
of major health problems, including the 
types of human birth defects reported in GM 
soy-growing areas of South America. The 
widespread use of GMO crops and associ- 
ated chemicals is responsible for the emer- 
gence of “super weeds” and “super bugs,” 
which can only be killed with ever more 
toxic poisons. GMO crops easily contami- 
nate non-GMO crops, threatening organic 
agriculture and the consumer’s ability to 
choose non-GMO foods. Unrestrained and 
unlabeled GMOs are a direct threat to tradi- 
tional agriculture and, subsequently, to con- 
sumer freedom.” 

Despite all this gloom and doom it is a 
very exciting time for us here in the North- 
east. Maine and Connecticut have already 
supported labeling measures and Vermont is 
not far behind. Right now there are five bills 
being considered in our own state of Mas- 
sachusetts that are related to the labeling of 
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genetically engineered products. We have 
our own State Representative Todd Smola 
from the 1st Hampden District to thank for 
introducing one of the bills; State Represen- 
tative Ellen Story from nearby Amherst also 
introduced two of the others. Legislative 
committees have until March 19th to “report 
out” (vote on) the bills they’ve been assigned 
otherwise advocates will have to wait until 
the 2015-16 cycle to try again. Here is what 
you can do: Before the March 19th deadline 
ask your legislator to support GMO labeling 
by sending them a simple email or leaving a 
message by phone. You can send a message 
in seconds with a link from www.marigh- 
toknow.com; simply click on the “Write 
Now!” heading. Major food manufacturers 
are spending millions to thwart this cause; 
please make your voice as a mother, daugh- 
ter or concerned steward speak louder than 
their dollars! 

And in the meantime, you can choose 
foods that have undergone third party veri- 
fication to be GMO-free.

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Douglas White was born in 1916. Grow- 
ing up in Chicopee, he received an appoint- 
ment to attend West Point after graduation 
from Chicopee High, but West Point never 
happened. His dad was killed in a car ac- 
cident by a drunk driver, and Doug was 
suddenly the financial 
support of his mom 
and his siblings. In 
1943, Doug, like many 
American men his age, 
was in the Army try- 
ing to save our country 
from the tyranny of the 
Japanese, German and 
Italian governments. 

His Army unit was 
stationed outside of Liverpool, England, 
which was a shipbuilding port, crucial to 
England’s fight to save herself. A conve- 
nience-type store in Liverpool was quite 
interesting to Doug. Every day he needed 
something at the store; candy one day, a 
newspaper the next, maybe Kleenex, but 
definitely something. Something at the store 
was attracting him more than the candy — he 
got a date with the owner’s daughter, Edith. 

American soldiers in England in 1943 
were there to save England and prepare for 
the invasion of France. Although the Eng- 
lish knew they were needed, the GIs weren’t 
popular with the English boys. The GIs had 
more money to spend on their dates with the 
English girls and had access to sweets, gum, 
cigarettes, stockings and many items from 
America that were hard to get in England 
or very expensive. Don Lawson in his book 
“An Album of World War II Homefronts,”’ 
had this to say about our soldiers: “Much of 
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Doug White over there 


the early resentment against the GIs resulted 
in a popular British comment about them: 
“‘They’re overpaid, overfed, oversexed, and 
over here.’” 

Doug married Edith Addison in England 
in 1944. Their son, James Douglas, was 
born on Dec. 29, 1945, two 
days too soon to be a baby 
boomer. In May of 1946, 
Edith and young James 
came to the United States 
to wait for Doug whose unit 
had been sent to France. 
The Whites later bought a 
home on Senator Avenue 
in Agawam. Young Jimmy 
went to Danahy School on 
Maple Street and then to the junior high on 
Main Street. Four years at the high school 
on Cooper Street led to Jim being prob- 
ably the only one of the 196 ‘63s to have 
been born in England and the child of a GI- 
English romance. If we had not had WWI, 
James Douglas White would not have hap- 
pened. Doug wouldn’t have been in England 
and Edith might have married the young 
man she had been dating before Doug came 
along. The young man was a fireman who 
was killed by German aircraft while fighting 
a fire started by the German bombing. 

After AHS, Jim got his degree from AIC 
and appropriately began teaching English at 
Agawam High. He was one of the first two 
soccer coaches at AHS and was the goal- 
keeper on Agawam’s team in the Northern 
Connecticut Soccer League. Maybe the 
English ancestry had something to do with 
his natural ability as a goalkeeper. 

One day at AHS, Jim brought in a couple of 


English soccer magazines titled “Football,” 
which is what the English call their sport. At 
lunch I hollered over to football coach Cliff 
Kibbe, “Mr. Kibbe, do you want to look at 
these football magazines?” He said sure, so 
I brought them over to him. I’ll never forget 
the look on his face when he realized what 
they were. No wonder we miss him! 

Jim taught English at AHS until his re- 
tirement a couple of years ago. His wife, 
Candace, is a manager in the retirement 
pensions division at MassMutual. Jim says 
she doesn’t want to stay at home with him 
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all day so she’s not retiring right away. Jim 
and Candace’s daughter, Kaitlin, is a teach- 
er in Ludlow. She and her husband, Mike, 
also a teacher, have a daughter, Kenna, 3 
years old. Kaitlin’s younger brother, An- 
drew, played football and baseball at AHS. 
A Westfield State graduate, he works in the 
retirement services division at MassMutual.

which is defined as sending sexually explicit 
text messages and/or photographs, primarily 
between mobile phones. 

The consequences of sexting 

“Sexting can be a big problem depending 
on the age of the people involved and the 
content of the messages sent,” said Burke. 
“Sexting is different than texting and driv- 
ing or drinking and driving. While sexting 
does not involve driving, it can involve being 
charged criminally.” 

“We want to inform as many people as we 
can about what to look for and how to look 
for it so we can protect children and adults. 
It’s especially important to educate parents 
so they can help us educate their children 
about these dangers,” added Burke, who has 
been assisting in planning the forum. 

Kreag Sheehan is an AHS senior who has 
been involved in planning the forum. He 
represents his school on the Hamden County 
District Attorney’s Youth Advisory Board. 
The board, comprised of juniors and seniors 
from area high schools, advises DA Mark 
Mastroianni and his staff on ways to create 
safer school environments. 

Sheehan said many parents and teenagers 
aren’t aware of the consequences of sex- 
ting, such as the fact that a person could be 
charged with possession of child pornogra- 
phy. 

“This forum is extremely important be- 
cause it will help raise awareness about sex- 
ting and the dangers of the internet,” Shee- 
han said. 

He said if more teens understood what can 
happen to them if they send inappropriate 
messages or images, it would help reduce 
the problem of sexting. The forum will also 
help parents better understand photo mes- 
saging services like Snapchat and what they 
allow teenagers to do. 

“We want to make parents more aware of 
the various methods teens use for sexting 
that parents might not necessarily know 
about. This information can help parents 
be more effective in keeping their children 
safe,’ added Sheehan, who also serves as 
the student representative on the Agawam 
School Committee. 

Helping keep kids safe 

Burke, the school resource officer at the 
high school, added that any child who is on- 
line or who has a cell phone is subject to the 
dangers and issues regarding internet safety 
and sexting.

Robert Burke is the school resource 
officer at Agawam High School and 
Kreag Sheehan is an AHS senior 
who serves on the Hampden Coun- 
ty DA’s Youth Advisory Board. They 
have been working together to help 
organize a March 19 forum on Inter- 
net safety and sexting at the Aga- 
wam Junior High School. 


“Parents should be concerned because 
there are many online predators that are look- 
ing to take advantage of children. Holding 
this forum is one way we can help parents 
protect their children as well as themselves 
from predators,” Burke said. 

He said the forum is a case of the school 
and police departments being “diligent and 
proactive” rather any specific, ongoing prob- 
lem in the Agawam area. The forum is an ef- 
fort to inform the public about the dangers 
and consequences of giving information to 
people/strangers and about sexting. 

“People give out a lot of information on- 
line — not only to websites but to other peo- 
ple,” said Burke. “Many people don’t realize 
that once they put their information online it 
will always be out there.” 

He urged parents from Agawam and sur- 
rounding communities to attend the forum. 
There will be a question/answer session at 
the end of the presentation so anyone in the 
audience can ask the appropriate representa- 
tives and get the correct information. 

There is no alternate date for the forum in 
the event of bad weather. However, Burke 
said there are plans to record the forum so 
that it can be replayed on the town’s two 
public access television channels, Channel 
12 and Channel 15, so that as many people 
as possible can see the forum.

Springfield under the Route 20 rotary. The 
tunnel is closed for six weeks while repairs 
are ongoing. 

Agawam is a little luckier, though there is 
no shortage of potholes throughout town. 

“We have a lot of potholes in the North 
Street and North Westfield Street areas in 
Feeding Hills,” said Golba. “Other problem 
areas include lower Silver Street.” 

There are potholes also in some areas of 
Routes 75 and 159. 

“We are lucky right now,’ said Golba. 
“We do not have any potholes out there that 
will envelop a person’s car. But they are a 
problem.” 

Golba explained his workers are out al- 
most every day filling potholes, but the fre- 
quent precipitation simply causes the pot- 
holes to re-develop. 

“Because of the temperature, we can only 
do a cold patch on the potholes,” said Golba. 
“We try to compact and fill the holes the best 
we can, but when it rains or snows again, the 
water seeps through into the base coat of as- 
phalt and breaks up the patch.” 

Golba said the problem is also compound- 
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ed with the types of storms the area has seen 
this winter. 

“We have had a lot of situations where 
storms have lasted over a course of two or 
three days,” he said. “They only drop about 
six or eight inches of snow, but for public 
safety we have to go out and plow and sand 
and salt several times. I would rather see a 
storm that lasts just one day and dumps 10 
inches of snow on the ground. That way we 
only have to do one cleanup.” 

Plows are another culprit in breaking up 
the cold patches. The thawing temperatures 
also add to the potholes as water is migrating 
into the street from melted snow. The water 
seeps into cold-patched potholes and creates 
a mess. 

Golba advises motorists to slow down if 
they see puddles on the surface of the road 
because it likely means there is a pothole 
there. 

Good news is on the way for residents 
on North Westfield Street, an area that has 
frequently seen potholes the past few years. 
Golba says the road will be paved this year 
from the Westfield line to the North Street 
intersection. 


Medical marijuana zoning ordinance

some latitude to protect the integrity of an 
area that a marijuana facility may occupy. 

The proposed ordinance says the Planning 
Board must find that any marijuana facil- 
ity is designed to “minimize adverse visual 
and economic impacts on abutters and other 
parties of interests.” That rule will allow the 
Planning Board to consider the feelings and 
concerns of abutters and residents. 

Cohen said he is not in a big hurry to see 


a medical marijuana facility come to Aga- 
wam. 

“Do I want to see a marijuana dispensary 
in town?” Cohen said. “No, but the law is the 
law and it was passed by the voters.” 

Cohen says the Agawam City Council will 
have to set a public hearing date to discuss 
the ordinance. The public will be allowed to 
have input at the hearing before it comes to 
a vote of the council. Because it is a zon- 
ing ordinance, it will require eight of the 11 
council members to approve it. 


State scraps plans for Route 57 overhaul

Granger Elementary School with frequent 
traffic in that area. 

If Route 57 were to be completed, it would 
help shift traffic heading for Springfield to 
the completed Route 57. 

In Southwick, Selectmen Chairman Russ 
Fox says the original concept behind com- 
pleting Route 57 was to provide a simpler 
truck route to the town’s industrial park. 

“If we had the road completed, it would 
make the trip for trucks bringing materials 
to town a lot easier,” said Fox. Currently, 
the trucks must go through the traffic-rid- 
den intersection at Feeding Hills Center, 
and then travel up the mountain toward the 
Southwick border. The frequent truck traffic 
causes constant deterioration of South West- 
field Street. 

West Springfield officials believe the com- 
pletion of Route 57 would decrease the traf- 
fic on Route 20 and Route 5. Route 5 feeds 
into Route 57 in Agawam. Route 20 is an al- 
ternate route to get to Southwick from West 
Springfield and Westfield. 

Since meeting with Davey, Cohen said he 
has been sending information to Davey to 
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keep the project alive. 

“Right now, I believe they are re-consider- 
ing their position,” said Cohen. 

In order for the state to do the project, 
they would have to earmark money to buy 
the land from WMECO. WMECO recently 
approached the state to see if they were in- 
terested in buying the land. 

If WMECO were to sell the land to some- 
one else, it would be developed as housing in 
Agawam. If the state does buy the land, they 
likely would not have to take anyone’s land 
through eminent domain from the current 
end of Route 57 to the Southwick border. 

“T think all of the towns involved have a 
lot riding on getting this road completed,” 
said Fox. “We are going to keep on this.” 

Fox says Southwick’s Chief Administra- 
tive Officer Karl Stinehart is in constant 
communication with Cohen regarding the 
project and the town wants to see it com- 
pleted as soon as possible. 

State Representative Nicholas Boldyga, 
R-Southwick, and State Sen. Donald Hu- 
mason, R-Westfield, are both working to get 
funding for the project.

The feast day of St. David of Wales, which is March 1, is 
celebrated most every year by St. David’s Episcopal Church 
on Springfield Street in Feeding Hills.

Agawam wraps up 
wrestling campaign

AGAWAM - It was not to be for 
the two remaining Agawam High 
School wrestlers, who earned the 
right to compete in the New Eng- 
land Wrestling Championships 
last weekend in Providence, R.I. 

Brennen Liebel, a 113-pound 
senior who won Western Massa- 
chusetts, and finished third in the 
state and at the all-states while 
also picking up his 100th win of 
the season, had a short run in the 
tournament. 

Unfortunately, Anthony Basile, 
a junior at 145 pounds, a Western 
Mass. champion this season after 
coming back from a major knee 
injury, and a sixth-place finisher at 
the all-state meet, was not able to 
compete due to injury. 

Coach Armondo Ramos said he 
is hoping that Basile would be able 
to compete, but he was not able to 
due to a shoulder injury he sus- 
tained at the all-state tournament. 

Basile was injured in his first 
match at the all-states, separating 
his shoulder when he was dropped 
on it. Basile gutted out the rest of 
the tournament and managed to 
place sixth. However, rest and ice 
was not good enough and Basile 
was shut down, Ramos said. 

Liebel was able to win just one 
match before losing and then fall- 
ing into the consolation bracket, 
where he lost a second time and 
did not place. 

Liebel’s first match was against 


the third-place finisher from 
Rhode Island, Joseph Riccutti. Li- 
ebel wrestled a flawless match, but 
did not get a pinfall in six minutes. 
He came away with a 7-0 shutout 
decision against the Rhode Island 
grappler. 

Liebel then moved on to face 
Kyle Lindner, the all-state cham- 
pion from New Milford, Conn. He 
was defeated in the third round by 
pinfall and headed to the consola- 
tion bracket. 

In that bracket, he was pitted 
against Austin Shorey, the third- 
place finisher from Maine. Sho- 
rey scored a second round pinfall 
against Liebel, ending his run in 
the tournament. 

Ramos said he is very proud of 
both grapplers for getting as far as 
they did, and is extremely pleased 
with the direction the wrestling 
program has been taking. 

“Getting to New England two 
years in row is rare and shows 
the quality of our program,” said 
Ramos. “Many programs go years 
without sending guys. I had a lot 
of pride in how hard out guys have 
worked and this tournament proves 
that this is paying off. The Liebel 
brothers have been excellent role 
models for our guys and now the 
younger guys see that Agawam 
can compete at that level. It is a 
real motivator.” 

Ramos says he attempts to put 
together the most difficult sched- 
ule possible to prepare his wres- 
tlers to compete in the All-State 
and New England tournaments.

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How to encourage kids to be more physically active 


When today’s parents reflect on 
their childhood, many likely recall 
seemingly endless days spent playing 
outdoors. But when today’s kids be- 
come tomorrow’s parents, chances are 
their recollections won’t recall nearly 
as much time spent idling the days 
away under the sun. 

According to the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, roughly 
17 percent of American children and 
adolescents between the ages of 2 to 
19 are obese. In Canada, where self- 
reporting data collection methods have 
made such statistics more difficult to 
quantify, the prevalence of overweight 
and obesity in children is also on the 
rise, according to the Canadian Com- 
munity Health Survey. 

The rise in overweight or obese 
children is likely a byproduct of sev- 


eral factors, not the least of which is 
that many of today’s kids prefer to play 
a video game on the couch instead of 
going outdoors and being physically 
active. The potential ramifications of 
youngsters choosing a more sedentary 
lifestyle are dangerous, as it increases 
their risk for high blood pressure, high 
cholesterol, type 2 diabetes, respiratory 
ailments and joint problems, among 
other things. What’s more, numer- 
ous studies have found that obese or 
overweight children are more likely 
to become obese or overweight adults, 
which highlights the importance of em- 
bracing a physically active lifestyle as 
a youngster. 

Parents know it’s not always easy 
to get kids to be more physically active. 
But encouraging their kids to embrace 
a more active lifestyle. 


Reduce time spent in front of the 
television. Parents who can effective- 
ly minimize the amount of time their 
child spends in front of the television, 
whether reducing their time spent 
watching television or playing video 
games, will likely be more successful 
at instilling a love of physical activity 
as well. The American Academy of Pe- 
diatrics recommends parents limit their 
child’s time in front of the television to 
one to two hours per day, and that in- 
cludes the time children spend playing 
video games. To further reduce kids’ 
time watching TV, don’t allow televi- 
sions in their bedrooms, as that will 
only make it harder to monitor just how 
much time kids are spending in front of 
their TVs.
